FOOTNOTES  TO  HISTORY  BY  MICHAEL  USLAN 

Page  4.  Scientist  and  inventor,  Nikola  Tesla,  was  the  science  behind  The  Shadow.  Tesla  claimed  he  invented  a 
"teleforce"  weapon.  The  press  called  it  a  death-ray.  Tesla  described  the  weapon  as  one  that  sends  concentrated 
beams  of  particles  through  the  air,  of  such  tremendous  energy  that  they  will  bring  down  a  fleet  of  10,000  enemy 
airplanes  at  a  distance  of  200  miles  and  will  cause  armies  to  drop  dead  in  their  tracks. 

In  1937,  Tesla  stated,  "But  it  is  not  an  experiment...  I  have  built,  demonstrated  and  used  it.  Only  a  little  time  will 
pass  before  I  can  give  it  to  the  world.” 

During  the  same  year,  Tesla  wrote  a  treatise,  "The  Art  of  Projecting  Concentrated  Non-dispersive  Energy  through 
the  Natural  Media,"  concerning  a  charged  particle  beam  "superweapon  that  would  put  an  end  to  all  war. 

Page  9.  The  Russo-Japanese  War  was  fought  from  1904  to  1905  as  Japan  defeated  Russia  in  a  battle  for  control 
of  Manchuria  and  Korea.  This  victory  would  set  the  stage  for  the  national  confidence  that  would  eventually  lead 
the  empire  of  Japan  on  its  path  to  World  War  II. 

Page  11.  Flanders  Field  in  the  Flanders  region  of  Belgium  is  often  cited  as  the  battlefield  where  the  first  chemi¬ 
cal  attack  in  history  took  place.  After  the  Second  Battle  of  Ypres  there  in  1915,  poppies  grew  quickly  over  the 
freshly  dug  graves.  A  poem  by  Lt.  John  McCrae  commemorates  the  horror  that  took  place  there. 

Page  13.  It  was  only  after  World  War  II,  while  Senate  committees  under  Truman,  Kilgore  and  Bone  began  inves¬ 
tigating  corruption  and  complicity  with  the  enemy  before  and  during  the  War,  that  stories  linking  various  major 
American  industrial  companies  to  the  Nazis  came  out  in  the  open.  Also  reported  in  the  hearings  of  these  commit¬ 
tees  was  a  rumored  meeting  having  taken  place  many  years  ago  with  ranking  execs  of  major  U.S.  corporations 
and  the  highest  level  representatives  of  our  government. 

Page  14.  New  York  Municipal  Airport  opened  under  City  control  in  1939.  In  1953,  it  would  officially  change  its 
name  to  LaGuardia  Airport  after  famed  New  York  City  Mayor  Fiorello  LaGuardia. 

Page  14.  Howard  Hughes  was  awarded  The  Congressional  Gold  Medal  in  1939  for  advancing  the  science  of  avi¬ 
ation  “and  thus  bringing  great  credit  to  his  country  throughout  the  world."  He  was  the  owner  of  Hughes  Aircraft. 
His  accomplishments,  unimaginable  fortune,  and  eccentricities  have  been  documented  in  many  books,  television 
productions,  and  motion  pictures  over  the  years. 

Page  15.  The  1939-40  New  York  World’s  Fair  in  Flushing,  New  York  heralded  “The  World  of  Tomorrow  and  fea¬ 
tured  the  iconic  Trylon  and  Perisphere  as  its  symbols.  Master-minded  by  Grover  Whalen  and  Robert  Moses,  The 
Fair  was  marketed  by  Howard  Hughes,  himself,  on  a  round-the-world  flight.  Intended  to  boost  national  morale 
during  the  long  Depression  and  help  revive  New  York  City’s  sagging  economy.  President  Franklin  Roosevelt 
gave  the  opening  day  speech  to  what  would  become  a  great  success  story. 

Page  17.  Blue  Coal  was  the  sponsor  of  “The  Shadow”  dramatic  radio  programs.  It  was  basically  just  coal  that 
had  been  painted  blue  as  an  attention-getting  marketing  device.  With  apologies  to  Albert  Einstein,  literary  license 
has  been  taken  in  these  pages. 

Page  20.  A  plaque  at  the  Fairgrounds  where  once  stood  the  1939-40  World’s  Fair  reads  as  follows:  "This  plaque 
is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  detectives  Joseph  J.  Lynch  and  Ferdinand  A.  Socha,  Bomb  and  Forgery  Squad, 
who  were  killed  in  the  line  of  duty  while  examining  a  time  bomb  taken  from  the  British  Pavilion  of  the  World's 
Fair  in  Flushing  Meadow  Park  at  4:45  P.M.  on  July  4,  1940." 

Page  22.  For  anyone  not  a  history  buff,  if  you  wish  to  become  fascinated  with  the  great  stories  from  history,  read 
about  the  vitriol  between  Thomas  Alva  Edison  and  his  former  employee,  Nikola  Tesla,  culminating  in  the  AC/DC 
electrical  war.  It  is  a  story  that  spans  the  1880’s  to  the  day  Edison  died  in  1931. 
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PANEL  1.  2/3  of  a  page.  The  SHADOW  fires  his  twin  45 ’s  at  KATO  and  The  GREEN

PANEL  2.  The  SHADOW  has  actually  gunned  down  two  of  Khan’s  men  who  were  charg¬ 
ing  in  at  him  directly  behind  The  GREEN  HORNET  and  KATO,  who  look  stunned  but 
relieved  that  his  bullets  were  not  meant  for  them. 

HORNET 
Uh...  thanks. 

HORNET  (Balloon  #2) 

You. . .  uh. . .  DO  know  that  we  really  ARE  friends  of  LAMONT  CRANSTON  and 
MARGO  LANE? 

PANE1  3.  From  the  nearby  thicket  emerges  MARGO  back  from  pursuing  the  fifth  colum¬ 
nists  and  now  looking  angry  and  disgusted  as  she  trains  her  1930’s  tommy  gun  on  The 
GREEN  HORNET  and  KATO.  She  seems  ready  to  pull  the  trigger  while  The  GREEN 
HORNET  and  KATO  looked  shocked  yet  again. 

MARGO 

BULL!  He’s  LYING! 

MARGO  (Balloon  #2) 

THE  GREEN  HORNET  is  NO  friend  of  MINE!  He’s  with  KHAN! 
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PANEL  1.  Two-Shot.  GREEN  HORNET  tries  to  explain  to  THE  SHADOW. 

HORNET 

CRANSTON  apparently  NEVER  clued  her  in!  But  it’s  TRUE!  She  just  DOESN’T  know! 
PANEL  2.  The  SHADOW  barks  out  orders  to  MARGO. 

SHADOW 

But  THE  SHADOW  knows! 

SHADOW  (Balloon  #2,  to  Margo) 

MARGO!  Keep  routing  KHAN’S  lackeys  into  the  hands  of  The  FBI  tactical  team! 

MARGO 
I’ll  SEE  to  it! 

PANEL  3.  GREEN  HORNET  and  KATO  start  to  follow  MARGO  but  The  SHADOW 
stops  them. 

SHADOW  (to  GH  and  Kato) 

YOU  stay  HERE! 

SHADOW  (Balloon  #2) 

It’s  ESSENTIAL  Khan  thinks  I  KILLED  you! 

PANEL  4.  KATO  gets  in  The  SHADOW’S  face  but  GREEN  HORNET  defuses  the  situa¬ 
tion  before  it  explodes. 

KATO 

THE  GREEN  HORNET  takes  orders  from  NO  man! 

HORNET  (to  Kato) 

It’s  OKAY,  KATO!  It’s  the  BEST  strategy!  And  besides. . .  there’s  no  room  for  EGOS 
here... 

HORNET  (Balloon  #2,  to  Shadow) 

...RIGHT,  Shadow? 

PANEL  5.  But  The  SHADOW  has  disappeared.  KATO  looks  less  than  amused. 

KATO 

Childish  theatrics. 

HORNET 

Well,  I’m  SURE  he’d’ve  AGREED  with  me  IF  he  was  here. . . 

HORNET  (Balloon  #2,  under  his  breath. . .  smaller  font) 

...  and  IF  he  was  HUMAN. . . . 
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PANEL  1 .  KHAN  tries  to  re-group  his  forces  and  accomplish  at  least  his  secondary  target 
goal,  but  he’s  now  getting  strategically  trapped  between  The  SHADOW’S  well-armed 
agents  and  The  FBI.  They  approach  a  plant’s  security  fence.  Two  Mafiosa  and  one  Nazi 
saboteur  address  KHAN. 

MOBSTER  #1  (to  Khan) 

SOMEONE  sold  us  out!  We’ve  lost  HALF  our  men! 

MOBSTER  #2 

What  NOW?  Wait  for  THE  HORNET?  Launch  our  GRENADES? 

MOBSTER  #2  (Balloon  #2) 

Blow  UP  this  place. . .  or  just  BLOW  this  place? 

PANEL  2.  Close-Up  on  KHAN. 

ARYAN  FIFTH  COLUMNIST 

Your  HORNET’S  NOT  coming!  The  MAN  IN  BLACK  shot  him  and  his  ally  DEAD  in 
their  tracks! 

KHAN 

I  will  need  to  see  their  BODIES. . .  to  be  CERTAIN. 

PANEL  3.  KHAN  leads  his  regrouped  remaining  forces  against  the  automobile  factory  and 
its  security  fence  while  under  fire  from  The  SHADOW’S  agents  and  The  FBI.  KHAN’S 
men  start  tossing  hand  grenades  at  their  targets. 

KHAN 

Inflict  the  MAXIMUM  damage  you  can! 

KHAN  (Balloon  #2) 

I’ll  pay  an  extra  BOUNTY  for  EVERY  grenade  that  HITS  this  factory! 

PANEL  4.  The  fence  is  blown.  The  bad  guys  start  to  pour  through,  but  note  that  half  their 
tossed  grenades  are  duds. 

KHAN 

We’re  THROUGH! 

MOBSTER  #1 

DAMN!  HALF  these  grenades  are  DUDS! 

PANEL  5.  As  the  outer  walls  of  the  auto  factory  take  some  hits,  The  SHADOW’S  agents 
really  start  catching  up  and  mowing  down  KHAN’S  forces. 
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PANEL  1.  As  the  battle  continues.  From  The  SHADOW’S  agents  we  can  see  MARGO, 
HARRY  and  SHREVVY.  SHREVY  takes  a  bullet.  We  can’t  tell  where,  so  we  assume  the 
worst.  MARGO  is  alarmed. 

MARGO 

SHREVVY! 

PANEL  2.  It’s  okay.  A  shoulder  wound. 

MARGO 
Let  me — 

SHREVVY 

S’ okay.  Just  my  SHOULDER.  Keep  going! 

SHREVVY  (Balloon  #2) 

Get  KHAN! 

PANEL  3.  From  a  hidden  vantage  point,  KHAN  looks  back  at  the  limited  damage  and 
burning  fires  as  his  remaining  men  back  there  are  surrendering.  KHAN  is  seething. 

KHAN 

I  have  been  DECEIVED. . .  out-played  by  THE  SHADOW!  NEVER  again! 

KHAN  (Balloon  #2) 

I  will  find  out  WHO  his  SPY  has  been. . .  and  make  him  PAY  dearly! 

PANEL  4.  Just  back  out  of  sight  of  The  FBI  and  the  agents  mopping  up  the  bad  guys,  The 
SHADOW  re-appears  before  The  GREEN  HORNET. 

CAPTION 

While  just  OUT  of  KHAN’S  sight. . . 

HORNET 

YOU  and  your  AGENTS  took  care  of  business  here.  KATO  and  I  really  DIDN’T  do  much 
to — 

SHADOW 

You  should  UNDERSTAND  what  you  did! 

PANEL  5.  The  SHADOW  lays  it  out  for  The  GREEN  HORNET  and  KATO. 

SHADOW 

SHIWAN  KHAN  is  brilliant. . .  NOT  prone  to  mistakes!  But  you  so  effectively  established 
your  reputation  as  a  CRIMINAL,  even  KHAN  failed  to  see  through  your  guise! 

PANEL  6.  Same  scene.  Different  angle.FBI  and  The  SHADOW’S  agents  busy  in  the  back¬ 
ground. 

SHADOW 

His  ENTIRE  plan  was  based  on  the  ONE  fallacy  that  YOU  were  a  viable  PARTNER. 
THAT  cost  him  a  victory  here  tonight. . .  and  BEYOND!
